It is notorious that the commander in 
ehief of. the military force here, has by 
His own authority, arrested several citize:® 
for civil offences. He has avowed on re-

In conse- 
quence of this deficiency I am called upon 
to issue an attachment against him. 

Although a common cause would not re- 
quire the step I am now taking, yet I deem 
it my duty before any decisive measures 
are pursued against a man who has all the 
regular force, and in pursuance of your 
public orders, a great part of that of the 
territory at his disposal, to ask your excel- 
lency whether you have the ability to en- 
force the decrees of the court in which I 
preside, andif you have, whether you may 
deem it expedient to do it in the present in- 
stance ; or whether the allegation that you 
support these violent and unlawful meas- 
ures, is well founded ! 

Not only the conduct and powers of Gen. 
Wilkinson, but various circumstances pe- 
culiar to our present situation—the alarm 
excited in the public mind—the description 
and character of a large portion of the 
population of this country—might render 
it dangerous in the highest degree to adopt 
the measure usual in ordinary cases of cali- 
ing to the aid of the sheriff the fosse comi- 
tatus, unless it were done with the assur- 
ance of being supported by your excellen- 
cy in an efficient nfanner. 

I pray your excellency to give a precise 
and speedy answer to my enquiries. Should 
Ibe assured of your support, I shali forth- 
with punish as the law directs, the contempt 
that has been offered to my court: on the 
other hand, if your exceliency shall’ not 
think it practicable or proper to afford your 
aid, I shall not expose that court and its of- 
ficers to the further contempt or insults of 
aman whom they are unable to punish or 
resist.

* Pultusk, Dec. 30, 1806.—The battle of 
Czarnown, that of Nasielst,thatof Kursomb, 
the aifuir of cavalry at Lopaczyn; huve been 
followed by the battles of Golymin and Pui- 
tusk——and the enture and precipitate retreat 
ofthe Russian armies has terminated both 
the year and the campaign. 

BATTLE OF PULTUSK. 

“* Marshal Lanes could net arrive oppo- 

site Pultusk before the morning of the 26th. 


All the corps of Eenningsen were con®” 


centrated in the nicht. The Russian di- 
vision which had been heat at Nasielsk and 
pursued by the third division, commanded 
by Marshal Davoust, entered the camp of 
Puitusk two hours after midnioht. At ten 
o’clocky Marshal Lannes attacked, having 
Suchet’® division in the first line, that of 
Gaza in the second, and that of Gudin in 
the third division of the army commanded 
by Gen. Daritanna, upon his left. 
The-combat was spirited. Aftcra few 
struggles, the enemy was overpowered.=— 
ne i7th regiment of lieht infantry, and 
the 34th, covered themselves with glory.

Marsh il Lannes was slichtly 
Witha ball. The 5th corps of the army 
here exhibited what brave men are able to 
Perform and the immense superiority of the 
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French infantry over that of other nations. 
Marshal Lannes, although he had been for 
ten days sick, would follow his corps. The | 
8$th regiment sustained many charges of 
the enemy’s cavalry, with coolness and suc- 
cess. The enemy the same nicht sounded 
a retreat, and retired to Ostrodcnk. 
BATTLE OF GOLYMIN. 

While the corps of Benningsen was at 
Pultusk and beaten there, that of Buxho 
Uden joined Golymin at night. ‘The divi- 
sion Papin of this corps which had been at- 
tucsed the evening before by the Grand 
Duke of Berg, another division which had 
been beaten at Nasicisk arrived by diiierent 
routs at the camp of Golymin. 

Marshall Davoust who pursued the ene- 
my from Nasicisk, came up with, charged 
them, and chased them from a wood near 
the camp of Golymin. * 

At the same time Marshall Angereau ar- 
riving at Goleczima, took the enemy in 
flank. The Gen. of Brigade, Lapine, with 
the 16th light intantry, carried at the point 
of bayonet a village which served as a point 
of support to the enemy. The division of 
Heudelait displayed and marched for it. 
‘Lhree hours after hoon the fire was the hot- 
test—The Grand Duke of Berg executed 
with the greatest success many charges, in 
which Kiier’s division of dragoons distin- 
guished themselves. Notwithstanding e- 
vening came on too soon, the combat con- 
tinued till eleven at night. The enemy re- 
treated in disorder, leaving their artillery 
bag and baggage, and many dead. All the 
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cnemy’s columns retired to Ostrokerka. 

Gen. Fenerolle commanding a brigade 
of dragoons was killed. ‘The intrepid Cen. 
Rapp, the Emperor’s aid du camp, was 
wounded at the head of a division of drag- 
Gons. Col. Smilie, of the brave 24th of 
the line, was wounded. Marshal Ange- 
reav hada horse killed under him. 

* Nevertheless, Marshal Soult, with his 
corps had already arrived at MoI, two 
leagues from Macow ; but the badness of the 
roads, from the rains and thaws retarded his 
march and saved the Russian army, of 
which, without this accident, not a man 
would have escaped. The good fortune’of 
the army of Benningsen and that of Buxho 
Uden, should have terminated on the other 
side of the Oryce: but ail the intended 
movements. were deleated by the thaws, 
which caused the artillery te be two days in 
iaakine three leatues.

- COULDST thou suppose that, after a 


subject hath been as much exhausted as_ 


the air pump can exhaust the receiver, it 
should again be made the subject of anoth- 
er day’s waste ; yet so hath it been. It 
was not enough that the principal part of 
yesterday should have beem devoted to the 
discussion ofthe question whether the pun- 
ishment of death, or of fine and imprison- 
ment should be inflicted on the importer of 
slaves, but, the same subject’musi be re- 
newed this day, to the great derision of 
some ; the chagrine of more, and shame of 
the whole. 

The ayes and nocs were called on the 
question, and the Clerk was about to pro- 
ceed, when that blind star in the New-Jer- 
sey hemisphere, Friend Sloan, insisted on 
being indulged with a “ few more last 
words.” He stroked down forward aud be- 
hind the'dappled covering of his loaded 
brain-box, with singular felicity of rentic- 
manly gesture; and, though he declared, 
“ there has been considerable arguments” 


ma adduced, yet he deemed it a duty - 
to offer 


more fully his sentimenés ou the 

subject. It wasa jong and comical mix- 
ture of argument and madness, feeling and 
folly, occasionally mingled with .%@, cmpt 
te be severe on several members. Of this 
was one on the constant talker of N, 
Carolina, who was so forgetful, Sloan said, 
that he was obliged at one session to take 
notes of what he suid, lest he should forget 
Som at another, aud advocate different o- 
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pinions at different times. He attempted 
to satirise thy Philadelphia member, J. 
Clay, in speaking of * those who have as 
fair a skin as the gentleman from Penns) I 
vania.”————He spoke of a certain pious 
parson Davis that once made a speeca In 
Ken tuck. He read a great variety ot 
extracts relative to the manner of kidaap- 
ping the Africans ; a mumber of relations 
were made ;—among others a story was 
told of a young black woman, who came 
down to a river to dathe, in which situation 
she was taken, and cruelly despbfied of 
her————liberty. Poor black Buthsheba, 
how the ténder tear trickleth down the rev- 
erend furrows of father Sloan’s cheek, 
while detailing the terrible history of thy 
disaster. Yes, friend Relf, little dost thou 
know the cunning with which this satrical 
orator, in an arch am] unpretended manner, 
stabs his opponents almost with atear. I 
have thought this story might have been in- 
troduced on purpose to satirise some of the 
southern members. A hint at an illustri- 
ous President could not have been inten- 
ded. 

To prove the cruelties inflicted oh these 
slaves in the vessels in which they are con- 
fined on their passage, he mentioned the 
dissection of one who appeared to have 
died of suffocation, every thing in his 
body appearing in a sound state, and the 
slave having been perfectly well the day be- 
fore. He spoke also of one who died of a 
flux occasioned by ill treatment, bad air, or 
bad victuals. Friend Sloan discardeth gen- 
eral or genteel terms; he “ comes home 
to men’s bosoms” with forceful particulars, 
and destroyeth his antagonists ; and wheth- 
er by bad air, or by flux, he careth not.

Leta body of 
armed men take your son, and convey him 
@ slave t a distant country ; you shall see 
him no more, and even his grave shall not 
be wet with your tears. 

Friend Sloan concluded very well.—If 
we Cannot abolish slayery, let us at least 
prevent its further introduction. If we 
cannot unbar the gates of their prison, and 
sét the captives free, let us for God’s sake 
keep it closed, that others may not enter. 

After this Sermon, and without a psalm, 
friend Barker gave us apraver, or rather 
exhortation ; and spoke of this crying sin,
